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General Information 


Many of the products used in this 
pattern book can be purchased 
from local craft, fabric and variety 
stores or from the Annie’s Attic 
Needlecraft Catalog. 

These 101 stitch patterns are ideal 
for creating anything from 
sweaters to tissue covers, place 
mats to afghans. All sizes and 
weights of yarn can be used with 
this technique. 

‘Once you choose a project and a 
stitch pattern, the next step |s to 
determine the gauge and hook 
size to use. 

Double-ended hooks come in a vari- 
ety of sizes, most commonly D 
through P, and are manufactured 
in aluminum, plastic and wood 
mediums. Try all three to deter- 
mine what feels best to you as you 
stitch. Comfort plays an impor- 
tant role in the amount of enjoy- 
ment in needlearts. 

Next, determine the gauge that 
you will need to accomplish the 
size of the project you want to 
make. Hooks with cables added 
are available for ease in stitching 


large projects. If you are making 
an afghan, determine if you want 
the stitches to have a closer 
weave like a fabric, or a more 
open-weave to the design. 
Shown below, and on pages 5-6, you 
can see four gauge samples, all 
using pattern #33 from page 42, 


and four diverse hook sizes. The 
same stitch pattern takes on a dif- 
ferent texture and look in propor- 
tion to the size of the hook used.

Use the red and green stoppers to 
help you keep track of when you 
turn your hook and which end 
of the hook you work with on 
any row. As you turn your hook 
each time, remove the stopper 
and place it on the opposite end 


of the hook. Before you lay your 
work aside, work until you have 
loops on hook. Turn hook, place 
the green stopper on the end of 
the hook with which you will 
begin next time, and place the 
red stopper on the other end. 


Red means “Stop” and green 
means “Go!” When you pick 
your work up again, you can 
start right away without having 
to figure out which end is the 
beginning, The stoppers also 
keep your work from sliding off 
your hook

The 
stitches you are making in this step are referred 

to as Horizontal Bar. 
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to work remaining loops off hook,

(see photo G), do not turn. 
You will now have only one loop on your 
hook, This loop counts as the first vertical bar 
of the next row. Never turn after working 
the loops off your hook. 


Skip first vertical bar, insert hook under 
next vertical bar, yarn over and draw up a 
loop (see photo H),
